He them went back into 
Tennessee making the latter . campaign 
with General Longstreet and fighting stead- 
ily with that grim old warrior from first 
to last. from there he went to Lynch- 
burg, Va., and then to Richmond where he 
remained until the final evacuation. He was 
present at the surrender of General Lee at 
Appomattox. He was made the captain of 
his battery in the early part of 1864 which 
is the highest rank he attained as a con- 
\federate soldier. 

While Captain Everett was marching out 
with exultant i and high expectations 
under the leadership of that flag. which the 
fortune of war has since made the ensign 
of the “lost cause,” two of his brothers 
started out from northern homes, appareled 
in uniforms of blue and followed the spurs 
of General Grant. It was not a strange 
thing that brothers should have thus fought 
against brothers, for many were the house- 
holds divided by that great internecine con 
flict, and it merely typified the division of 
that greater bretherhood which sprang 
from the cradle of the American revolu- 
tion and differed not in loyalty to the re 
public but in the honest interpretation of its 
constitution. 

Chided a few months after the war for 
allowing his brothers to whip him he re- 
turned the significant answer, ‘Yes, and it 
took two to one to do it.”

The country was covered by a 
heavy snowfall and the slope of the hill 
afforded an excellent opportunity for sport. 

Then the noon recess arrived, the boys 

up with their sleds to the top of 
the hill. was rather too small to have a 
sled of my own, so I begged one of the 
boys to lend me his sled. I started down 
the hill, but I seon realized that I lacked 
the strength and the skill to guide it. Away 
I shot fram the beatep track and suddenly 
plunged into a ditch with my head three 
feet in the snow and my nostrils imbedded 
in running water. I realized in a moment 
of anguish that ef situation was one of 
tremendous per? made good use of my 
pedal extremities, however, though I lacked 
the alarm that is generally sounded in situ- 
ations of ext danger. The boys 
crew me out by the heels and carried me 
into the schoolroom where I was soon re- 
suscitated. I shall never forget the expe- 
rience as long as I live and whenever I see 
the snow on the ground I always think of 
the episode of that winter. ” 

“After I recovered from my swoon the 
teacher investigated the matter and gave 
the boy who loaned me the sled a good flog- 
ging. Unluckily again, as it happened, I 
Was sitting on the front bench when the 
teacher came down with the switch. The 
first lash that was aimed struck me full in 
the neck, and inflicted a wound from which 
the blood egeapen readily, as if I had been 
cut with a knife. My first day in school 
was certainly an eventful one.”’

FROM BRUSSELS TO ATLANTA, 


Atlanta has been specially fo 

foreign-born citizens, gt ot gree p Res 
are men who, while building up their own for- 
tunes have manifested a public spirit which 
has rebounded incalculably to the advance. 
ment of the city of their choice. Among these 
no one stands higher in the respect and confi- 
dence of the community o rdeserves a higher 
place in the history than Mr. Laurent DeGive. 
Certainly no foreigh-born resident of this city 
if indeed of this state, has received such hon- 
orable recognition as he has from the country 
of his birth; though such is his disposition to 
shrink from publicity, that of the latter little is 
known beyqnd a few of his friends. 


Mr. .DeGive was ‘born in Belgium some six- 
ty years ago. The position and means of his 
family were such that he was given the best 
educational advantages to be had in that coun- 
try. After several years spent at the univer- 


of Europe, he entered the legal profession, of 
which his father was a prominent membér. In 
Brussels, then as now, one of the most at- 
tractive capitals in the world, he found a 
pleasant field for the practice of his profes- 
sion. Failing health and the advice of physi- 
cians, however, in the course of time induced 
him to look elsewhere for a more congenial 
climate and a more active mode of life. About 
that time there was a movement on foot look- 
ing toward direct trade between Antwerp and 
this part of the south, and Mr. DeGive, having 
decided to visit the United States, was select- 
ed as the representative here of important 
business interests of his own country. This 
was shortly before the late war. between the 
state. He was pleased with Georgia, and was 
especially impressed with the climate and pros- 
pective adyantages of Atlanta, where he in- 
vested in a considerable quantity of land, He 
algo embarked in other business enterprises, 
and eventually becam a fixture here. He was 
appointed by the Belgian government consul for 
that country, which position he still retains,

this charity. 

The work was at once undertaken by 
a number of zealous women in the Bap- 
tist church and a temporary home was at 
oice established on Stonewall street, it 
being opened, with the acceptance of three 
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by individuals and the. others are supplied. 
with garments by the Baptist Missionary: 
and Sewing Society. . 

Thirty-three children in all have been re 
ceived in home :sincé it was hs marae 
Four of these’ have been legally adopted. 
and four returned to their relatives. — 

A pitiful story is told about little 
children who’ were brought to, the home: 
some months ago. They were there out of 
seven left destitute by the. death of their 
mother, who was a worker in the expaosi- 
tion mills. The youngest was an infant 
whom the poor mother had prondly named: 
Henry Grady, and this little Henry Grady 
positively refused to he cémforted’ or 
touched by any «one save his little seven 
year old sister. All. the children .were ter- 
ribly homesick and: miserable. at first_and |

children. One of these children 
was a baby four months old and he is now 
a splendid boy of three years. 

The fallowing September the home was 
moved to No. 50 Capitol avenue, a more 
convenient location, and there it has been 
ever since, a monument to the charity and: 
never ceasing ‘zeal of a. society of noble 
wowen. From its beginning this home has 
been managed’ with the utmost good sense 
and kindness. The children left under its 
roof were treated with every kindness and 
consideration, and, indeed, the managers 
tell me that all of them have had r 
wearing apparel supplied by girls and 
women. belonging to the Baptist. church. 
The Sunday schools interested themselves 
im these little motherless children and many 
young girls of means made it their especial 
mission to take these little children under 
their protection, providing them wth every 
comfort and making their holidays as bright 
and happy as those of other little ones. : 

Mrs. Grutchfield and Mrs. Cornelius, two 
noble Christian women, have charge of 
the home and they seem to have a perfect 
gift in the ement of the little house- 
hold, whose mem are made brothers b 
one mutual misfortune. The children 
love them and are the merriest little family 
imaginable. 

The establishment has been carried on 
ay good economjcal spanagemens. From 
March to December of the first year when 
there were five children the average expen- 
ses, including matron’s salary and house 
rent, were $59 pr emonth. 

The second year when there were thirteen 
children the expenses were $70 per month, 
attd $128 per month, the third year was the 
sum they required for the maintenance of 
twenty-seven children. Of course these 
sums of money would not have been suf- 
cient had there ‘not been daily contribu- 
tions in the way of clothes, food, fuel etc. 

Nineteen of the twenty-five chil- 
dren now in the home are being clothed 
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the baby required the constant care of his 
small mother. 

The matron cfflid find the little girl sit- 
ting in the dark, dead hours of the night, 
trotting her restless brotber upon her tired 
knees and crowing to it like some old nurse.

The patience and untiring zeal of the good 
women who have interested themselves in 
this good work deserves a noble reward. 
It is now their object and ambition to erect 


a home of their own the rent of their pres- ( 


ent place being a great item in their ex- 
nses. The home is non-sectarian, children 
ing taken from all denominations, and the 
help of the entire public is asked in their 
good work. A dollar a year will make any 
one a member, and $50 gives a life member- 
bership in the ‘:ssociation. Twenty-five 
cents a year given by every Baptist woman 
in the state of Georgia would support the 
institution splendidly. It seems useless to 
mention the necessity—or advisability—of 
this good work. It is a work that must ap- 
pea! to all good ~— and to the heart of a 
mother especially must these helpless 
children appeal with tragical pathos. It is 
a noble work and deserves the attention of 
all. Any contributions in the way of coal, 
food, clo , ete., will always be grate- 
received at the home, and it is to be 
hoped that these earnest workers will soon 
have their wishes realized in regard to a 
permanent residence for these little people.

CHARLEY BARRETT’S HAIR TURNS GRAY 


In a Single Night, Caused by a Terrible 
Experience—An Engine Biows Up. 
Ed Waterhouse’s Adventure. 


If the average railroad engineer were to 
write a book of his experience it would be 
full from cover to cover with thrilling narra- 
tions, none of which wonld be overdrawn. 
The excigencies of an engineers calling in- 
volves, thrilling adventures, narrow escapes, 
close calls, and danger in its worst form. 
He ieads a charmed life, certainly, facing as 
ho dovs, death every day, and yet living to 
tell the story. 

But the danger of an engineers life is 
outweighed by the fascination it has for 
him. There is a fascination, an exhilaration 
about the rustling locomotive that makes 
the engineer forgetful of his danger. 

In the mad intoxication of farm fields, 
neat painted farm houses, pretty groves, 
babbling brooks, little villages, all gliding 
by, like the continuation of a kaleidoscopic 
picture the engineer loses sight of the fact 
that death lurks along the rail. It’s a 
fascination that ends only with death. It’s 
stronger with the old veterans than with 
the younger engineers. Whn an engineer 
gets so old he can no longer go outon the 
road , his old love still strong within him, 
he hangs around the depot and watches 
the locomotives come pulling in, with a 
sadly reminiscent look in his dim eyes. 

An engineer loves his engine like he loves 
his wife and babes. He always associates 
the two together in his affections. In writ- 
ing about an accident in which some brave 
engineer has lost his life the newspaper re- 
porters always draw a picture of-the en- 
gineer sitting at his thrattle, watching the 
track before him, while soft light plays on 
his features. His face wears a tender look. 
He -is thinking of his wife and babies. 
When suddenly—but you know the rest. It’s 
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a pretty picture though, and is nearly alway 
true to life. If an engitieer is thinking of 
his wife and little ones, he’s thinking of 
his sweetheart. 

There yet live in Atlanta some of the 
pioneer engineers, who guided the first loco- 
motives that ever swept through the state. 
They can tell rare stories of adventure on 
the rail, and many of them will make your 
hair sand on end. And their younger 
brothers, too, have had many lively adven- 
tures. 

They can spin yarns by the yard, and not 
gn line of them is dull or uninteresting. 

bill Love, ° 

Bill Love is an old Atlanta boy, and an 
engineer of many years 2xperience. Mr. 
Love is perhaps the best known engineer 
in the soath owing to his prominence in 
brotherhood matters. For the past year he 
hasn’t been active on the road, but is gen- 
eral foreman of the Central nnd the Atlan- 
ta and West Point roads. 

When asked as to the hair-breadth es- 
capes through which he had passed, said 
that while he had many a cidents the one 
most to be remembered was when he was 
an engineer in 1883, on the Kast Tennessee 
Virginia and Georgia, between Macon and 
Rome, he says he was ec-anming down 
on No. 48 one night, making u fast run for 
No 49 with whom he had a meeting point 
at Powder springs. When he left Dallas 
there was just sixteen minutes in which 
to get therein and clear No %9, and the dis- 
tance was ‘hirteen and a half miles. But 
trusting to p-ovidence and his engine 
in whom he bad all confidence 
started to make the run. 

When rounding a curve three miles this 
side of Dallas my headlight shown on the 
red lights of a freight cabvose standing on 
the main line.

‘he Light that Fatled, 


In a lifetime of service on the rail reach- 
ing back to years previous to the war Jo- 
seph B. Travis, the veteran engineer, has 
a story of thrilling experiences that would 
fill a volume in themselves. 

Now he has grown gray in the service 
and has lost the impetuosity and fire of 
his younger days, he lives to tell the stories 
of the rail that abound in exciting situa- 
tions and that make the blood tingle while 
they are being told. Mr. Travis is a schol- 
arly and refined engineer. He went on the 
road when it was as big a thing to be a 
railroad engineer as to be.a congressman, 
because engineers were rarer and he yet 
carries himself with the dignity of his for- 
mer years. e walks as straight as an 
Indian, and as pertly as a school boy. 

He began life on the rail on the Illinois 
Central road nearly forty years ago. He 
came south a few years afterwards and 
the opening ofthe war found him on the 
Western and Atlantic road. He entered 
the service of the army and was after- 
wards detailed to work as an engineer. In 
this capacity much important work de- 
volved upon and many lively experiences 
befell him. He had to encounter many 
heavy obstacles at times, but Joe Travis 
was known as the nevy engineer and his 
superior officers always reposed the utmost 
confidence in him. 

“Yes,” said Uncle Joe the other day as 
he stood among a group of engineers 
around the union depot, “IL had -many 
experiences dup 
member some that were especially thrilling, 
But I don’t eall to any that parallels 
the experience I had at Kingston just af- 
ter the war, when I saw the streak of 
light in the dark. 

“Saved by Providence—that’s what I 
call it, for I don’t know what else it could 
have been. 

“One night I pulled a passenger train out 
of Atlanta with the old “Missouri.” Billy 
Edwards, who was afterwards blown u 
on this engine, was just ahead of me wi 
a freight. I was to pass him somewhere 
above Oartensvillehe was to sidetrack 
for me. 

“I skimmed into Cartersville a little late. 
I ran up to the tank to get water, and 
when I pulled out I had no time to lose. 
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I let the ‘Missouri’ have a full head of 
steam and she danced along like a two year 
old. Through cuts, over embankments, 
past corn fields, then into the shadow of 
the wood we rushed like something pur- 
sued. I kept my hand on the valve and look- 
ed straight ahead. Egyptian darkness was 
walled up in front of us, and on every side. 

“Suddenly, as I watched, I fancied I 
saw a dim light ahead. It seemed to rise 
a few feet, drop and go out. It was so 
dim that I was doubtful whether it was 
a light or not. It flashed no more. 

“Something—it must have been God— 
said ‘Stop!’ A strange sort of feeling came 
over me, and I shut off the steam. 

“It was lucky that I did, for ten feet in 
front of my engine, when she stopped stood 
a freight train on the track. A trainhand 
had waved a match on the track to sto 
me. Once in a thousand times I wouldn't 
have stopped for it, but that small voice 
told me to and I stopped. I never think of 
it except I shudder.”

“To stop was impossible. To jump 
meant death to myself and many of the 
passengers. The awful feeling that comes 
over engineers at such times came over me, 
but I hadn’t time to think. _By the time I 
had reversed my steam we were upon the 
train. Turning my back upon it I held 
firmly to my sengine and waited for the 
clash. 

“I will never attempt to describe what 
happened. I could no more do it than I 
could give the details of a cyclone’s passage. 
If the whole world had exploded it couldn’t 
have affected me more. 

“Why I wasn’t killed I don’t know,” and 
the engineer’s voice grew tender. “It’s one 
of the modern miracles. To have looked 
at the terrible wreck afterwards one would 
have regarded it as impossible that a man 
could have gone through it and lived. 

“I found myself lying on the running 
board of the engine, a narrow strip along- 
side the boiler. The seat on which I had 
sat lay two hundred feet from the track in 
the middle of the road facing toward At- 
lahta. The engine was torn up. The bag- 
guge car stood across the tender and the 
next car was piled upon it. Heaped up all 
around were shattered remnants of the 
cars we had struck. Wreck, wreck ‘every- 
where. And marvelous relate no one was 
killed. But seveal were hurt. I didn’t 
make another run for eighteen months. For 
two weeks I didn’t move.”

Few Arctic exploring parties’ have had so 
successful a voyage. t lasted but three 
months, yet the ship reached the ve high 
latitude of 77 degrees 45 minutes north, fur- 
ther than any single year expedition had be- 
fore attained and within 800 miles of the far- 
thest point north ever attained by man. 

In the course of the voyage almost all the 
experiences of Arctic explorers were encoun 
tered, and it is believed that a better oppor- 
tunity was had to study the uliar life and 
habits of the far northern Eskimo than has 
been afforded to previous expeditions.

Politicians. 


BUT IT 18 OLD TIME POLITICS. 


How the “Floaters” Were Caged and Fed, 
and Then Marched to the Polls and 
Voted, in the Olden Times. 


Cockleburs will soon be ripe, then comes 
frost—keep your eye on ’em to tell when 
frost will get here. 

The season that’s upon us is called “the 
saddest of the year.” If it be truly the 
sadtiest time of year in general, how much 
more is it so in years of great elections. 

The whole country is stirred up on poli- 
tics and you needn’t write nor talk about 
anything else and expect to be heard or 
heeded. It has always been thusly to a 
great extent, but in the olden times a 
little variety was thrown in to ‘spice 
things—they don’t want no spicing these 
days. Politics “straight” is what they 
all want and “to be in it” at all I must 
enter. 

But I don’t want to talk about present 
politics, I’ll tell you of old-time politics— 
so it is politics it will do. 

When Millard Fillmore came to Georgia 
before the war to “‘stump” the state there 
was just about such a feeling against him 
as was shown against Weaver, and it 
took hard work to keep him from being 
devoured when his train moved up to the 
old carshed in Atlanta. 

At the last great democratic convention 
before the war the city of Charleston 
was wild with confusion and nearly every 
fellow you met had his head tied up, or 
a black eye, and sons were against fathers 
and fathers against sons, and brothers 
were throwing bad words at 
one another and the conven- 
tion went to pieces in its wildness, and 
the after part filled the air with hurrahs 
for Bell and Everett and Breckinridge and 
Lane through all the south, while Abe 
Lincoln up morth looked on at the fight 
with a serene smile and took in the “pot” 
at last. 

Them were wild times. Just think of 
old Ben Butler being a great democrat 
and voting at every ballot in that great 
convention for Jefferson Davis as the 
‘nominee of the party for president of the 
United States! “Spoons!” “Spoons!” 

But we all know the result of the split in 
that convention—it is back of all that I 
like to talk, and of the small matters. 
Anybody can tell you of Toombs, and of 
Cobb, and. of Stephens, and of Ben Hill 
and Joseph E. Brown when it was first 
learned that he was “able to ce care 
of himself,’ but it is not everf one that 
will tell you of the methods of them 
times, that goes to show that politics 
have ever been tainted with a degree of 
unscrupulousness. 

Then, as near on the time for an election 
as we are now, the “workers” of the two 
old parties—whigs and democrats—would 
be stirring night and day. If in Atlanta, 
for instance; they would have halls hired 
in all parts of the city. To these halls 


would he gathered what was known as, 
These halls were, 


well provisioned and plenty to drink—the. 


the “floating vote.” 
“floaters” reveled in plenty for two weeks 


or more before an election, to be kicked 


out like the dogs they were after their 
vote was in the ballot box. 

The scramble for possession and to 
hold these “floaters” was exciting beyond 
anything seen in politics at this time. The 
halls where they were stored away had 
to be closely guarded night and day. It 
was not sufficient to lock the doors; for 
the opposite party would come with lad- 
ders and reach the windows, entice the 
“floaters” to desert and vote them in their 
own ranks. 

Rowdy scenes were enacted by oppos- 
ing parties in the scrambles about these 
halls for the possession of their men. But 
the idea prevailed that the “longest pole 
was entitled to the persimmon” and all 
shook hands in friendly mood when the 
election was over. What a sad commen- 
tary on the methods of them old times 
when we reflect that it was apon an occa- 
sion of this sort that poor Edgar A. Poe 
lost his life. Drunk and a stranger in 
the city of Baltimore he fell. in with the 
“floaters,” marched from polling place to 
polling place and made fo “repeat” and 
at last left to die unwept and unknown.

But all of old-time politics was not bad. 
There were a Class of scholarly gentle 
men, men who but for their modesty 
might -rank along with statesmen. These 
went upon the hustings and in their hon- 
orable bearings set examples worthy of 
Georgia and Georgians. Bob Griff, as 
he was familiarly Galled, is one of these 
I happen to call to mind. There were many 
others. Herschel V. Johnson, too, comes 
to my mind as one of these very able, 
modest and gentlemanly politicians, and 
yet I can remember when this good man 
had to defend himself vehemently against 
being branded as a “traitor” to the demo 
cratic party. :

“politics,” all the time and such a slinging 
of mud as is deplorable. If my side gets 
beat I am going to submit gracefully and 
renew old friendships, and if your side 
gets beat I want you to submit.

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, October 8— Liverpool this morning 
showed an unexpected decline of 45-64d which, how- 
ever, carried no weight here and the early trading was 
really somewhat better than last night's closing. Im- 
mediately after the call an inquiry developed end for a 
little while it was difficult to buy, the market advanc- 
ing almost 6 points on the smallest kind. It is difficult 
to explain. though this means the scarcity of offerings 
here at times, and wé have rarely seen conditions more 
unsatisfactory to buy upon than at intervals during 
the day. The market was not large till about 1) 
o’clock, when the trade became extensiye, and under 
persistent buying values improved about 14@16 points 
from the first prices touched at the opening. Near the 
closing, on some realising for a few minutes, prices 
broke again 4@5 points, but the advance was short- 
lived, and the close was again at nearly top figures. 
The irregularity throughout the day has been marked, 
and is an evidence of the extreme nervousness that 
prevails. A very fair short interest has been created 
during the past 4@5 days, and we believe that a good 
part of the same was covered today under apprehen- 
sion that the bureau will not show a good condition, 
while the weather bulletin early in the morning again 
pointed to lower temperature in parte of the south. 
In any event there is no question that a great deal of 
short cotton was covered, and served the purpose of 
bringing about the recovery ‘which we have seen. We 
are almost at a loss what to predicate, for it has seemed 
to us, and proven true thus far, that Europe would 
probably be slow in following any serious advance 
here, which may prove a clog. Otherwise the temper 
of the market generally, as far as we can judge, is fa- 
vorable to the article. Thecrop accounts which are 
coming in evidence no special modification, and still 
leave us under the impression that an appreciable 
shortage will transpire in the larger portion of the cot- 
ton states. We must, however, frankly admit that we 
cannot in any way arrive at a definite idea of what the 
same may amountto. Wecan simply add that we feel 
favorable to the market, but a great deal depends 
upon the weather the coming month, as well as upon 
the action of Liverpool

NEW YORK, October 8—Small sales to spinners in 
only 7,000 bales and a decline of 4@5-S4d was the re- 
sponse to our excited market of yesterday. This de- 
cline was not considered to represent a market more 
than temporarily depressed by unexpected news from 
America, and the trade quickly took all the offerings 
at the opening of the market. A fear of frost in Ar- 
kansas tonight added to the nervousness, and when 
the light movement at the Atlantic ports was posted 
the market developed great strength, and the closing 
quotations were the best, representing an advance of 
18 points over yesterday with a firm tone. Anticipa- 
tions of an adverse bureau report caused even the 
most eonfirmed shogts to cover and take the bull side. 
In fact, a large amount of the local buying today is 
thought to be due to & natural nervousness at the out- 
look. Receipts continue light, though the entire 
movement for the coming week will approach that of 
two years ago on a crop of 8,659,000 bales. A careful 
study of the weather indications would point to the 
fact that the fear of frost was not well founded, though 
last season, on the 7th of October, a killing frost was 
reported from Fort Smith, Arkansas. The Chronicle's 
report of the condition of the crop showed a further 
improvement, but in view of the anticipated bad bu- 
reau, their advices without influence on prices, 
The temper of the marxet continues very bullish, and 
an unsettied, active market is expected until after the 
bureau report is iasued. The short interest in the mar- 
ket is of the smallest possible dimensions, so strong 
has been the belief in an adverse report.

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TALKS OF TBXAS. 


Arp, Strack with the Pretty Town of 
Marshall 


SAYS IT IS JUST LARGE ENOUGH. 


The People Contented and Taxas Not Too 
*High—No Booms Bother the People. 
Other Topics. 


When a town grows to have 8,000 inhab- 
itants it is just about large enough. No 
town ought to have more than 10,000. If 
the influence of great cities is pestilential 
to good morals, as Jefferson said, then how 
large can a city safely be before the pesti- 
lence begins. It seems to me that 8,000 is 
about right, for that number ensures good 
schools and perhaps a college or two. It 
ensures good churches of at least four de- 
nominations with good preachers who are 
fairly well paid—churches that living do not 
languish and preachers whose families are 
not pinched with poverty. Church assem- 
blies are invited there once or twice a year 
and their ministers and laymen mix and 
mingle with the pe@ple in their homes and 
leave the influence of their good example 
as a benediction upon the community. For 
those who like secular pleasures it secures 
good halls and opera houses, good shows 
and troupes and concerts, good orators and 
lecturers. It secures good streets and side- 
walks, and waterworks and gasworks, and 
ice factories and other luxuries that a pros- 
perous people can afford to indulge in. It 
secures a good market, good butchers and 
bakers, a laundry and, last but not least, a 
daily newspaper. 

I fires vanabaation about this because I am 
here inMarshall,which has that many people, 
and is just such a place. It is big enough 
and everybody seems to be content. They 
don’t want to strain the town with a boom, 
for they say it grows fast enough from the 
natural increase, and they don't want pros- 
perity to go up so high that they cant 
pay the taxes on. It is the outspreadinest 


| town for its size I ver saw, for most every- 


family of any pretensions has got an acre 
or two enclosed and a ve of shade trees 
somewhere. Many of them have from two 
to five acres and fruits and flowers abound 
everywhere. The mechanics and the un- 
retending people generally own their resi- 
_ sete where the good wife and daughters 
can plant their vines and shrubbery and 
hang a few pictures on’the walls and re- 
paper the room and fix up the kitchen with- 
out feeling that they will have to move 
when Christmas comes. If I was a om 
and a Croesus, my highest ambition woul 

be to see to it that every family, however 
humble, should have a home, a home that 
they could beautify and adorn and love, a 
home that the children would love to think 
about when they grew up to manhood or 
womanhood and come transplanted to 
some other less hallowed spot. There is 
no purer pleasure in this life than in ad- 
ding to the little comforts in and around 
home. It is far better to make these im- 


provements from time to time as the purse 


will admit of than to buy them already 
made. It is better for the children to make 
them if they can, and let their own handi- 
work embellish and adorn the house and 
the front yard. I thought of this the oth- 
er day when our girls called me up stairs 
to show me their day’s work. They had 
‘bought a beautiful p#pering for 90 cents 
and had made the paste and put it on theif 
room and the entire cost, including the bor- 
dering, was only $1.30, and they bought a 
little can of paint for half a dollar and re- 
coated the mantel and the doors and win- 
dow casings and everything looked so new 
and clean. Most anybody can do these 
things if they will and there ig refine- 
ment and pleasure in it. “Make honr happy” 
should be the motto of every family. It is 
common, or it used to be, to 
see in a frame over the mantle 
worked .in crochet or painted with a brush, 

the prayer “God Bless Our Home,” but a 
better thing is to go to work and bless it 
yourself. A Marshall man told me that 
there was but one rich man within her lim- 
its and not half a dozen poor ones. No beg- 

rs for charity and nobody utterly poor. 

ld Agnes’s prayer has been answered to 
ie people. A, cent courthouse is 

only extravagant thing I sav, but that 
is Texas. If they dident have that, Mar- 
shall would be just over the line in Louis- 
iana. The railroad shops add a good deal 
to the prosperity of this place. They are 
very extensive and employ .severa] hundred 

hands and pay out not less than $5,000 a 
week for labor, and al] this is expended and 
circulated in the community and: keeps 
things lively. Without them the town 
would languish and soon go into a state of 
innocuous ‘ desuetude, or words to that ef- 
fect. I neyer did know what Mr. Cleve 
land meant by that, but it must be some- 
thing mighty bad. I hope it won’t catch him 
in November. 

Considering the great benefits of these shops 
to the prosperity of Marshall. I supposed 
that almost every citizen would be for 
Clark for governor, but they are not. They 
don’t want Hogg, but they say he was 
fairly nominated and they will vote for 
him, and they say that he will be more 
friendly to railroads and to capital than he 
has been. But I shall take no part in the 
contest. Mr. Cleveland and I have con- 
cluded to keep onr hands off of this fac- 
tional quarrel. 

Last evening I saw the cows milked. Mr. 
Lothop, whose guest I am, has a small herd 
of seventeen beautiful Jerseys, besides the 
calves.

Every one in her stall 
haltered to her feed trough and all looking 
calm and serene and seemed to be happy to 
have their swollen udders emptied.

We used to speak of a three- 
gallon cow or a four-gallon cow, but now 
the butter record is -all that 
is mentioned. The standard is fourteen 
pounds a week. There are only 3,000 Jer- 


| sexs in the United States who come up to 


that record. Of course, there are many 
who have broken the record, as they say 
about Nancy Hanks. There are many cows 
who make twenty-five pounds a week and: 
a few who’ have gone to thirty. Such cows 
are almost priceless and their calves bring 
from five hundred to five thousand dollars 
before they are a year old. Mr. Lathrop 
knows the pedigree of every one of his cows 
as far back as he does his own. They are 
all registered in the books and his books are 
well bound and make quite a library, for 
there are 65,000 Jerseys registered in them. 
He is a director in the national association 
and is ge pane in love with his business. 
He sells 50 pounds a week of golden but- 
ter, and realizes 37 1-2 cents a pound for it.

Janta has an interest. 

John W. Root, the great architect who 
designed the plan and scope of the world’s 
greatest exposition, married Miss Monroe's 
sister ten years ago and Miss Harriet 
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HARRIET F. MONROE. 


was reared in his home and educated by 
him. Mr. Root, who was the son of Major 


Sidney Root, of Atlanta, ~vus the archi- 


tect of the Equitable building At Pryor 
street and Edgewood avenue. 

Saturday, a Constitution reporter calling 
on Major Root at his office ia the Chamber 
of Commerce, found him replying to one of 
Miss Monroe’s letters which was lying on 
the table before him. He has a photo- 
graph of which the cut in this column is 
a copy. She is very dear to the father of 
the architect. 

Miss Monroe is twenty-two gears old, a 
woman of charming ‘personality and highly 
accomplished. John W. ltoot was a man 
of rare education and intellect himself. 
He had a lovely home on the orth side of 
Chicago, close to the lake. He introduced 
his protege to the World's air commit- 
tee and- through his infiuence, she was 
elected to write the ode: She had done 
some literary work chiefly for one of the 
Chicago papers, and had a Jocal reputation. 
An edition of her poems, nmvily. bound, 
was publidhed and Major Siduey Root 
has a copy. Mr. Root it will be remembered 
died as he was about to bring his great 
work to maturity. 

In the dedicatary odeg she has this 
beautiful tribute to him: 

Ah! hero of our younger race! 

reet builder of a temple new! 

uler who sought no lordly place; 

Warrior, who sheathed the sword he drew; 
Lover of men, who saw afar,

Some of the directors had favored the selec- 
tion of Whittier or Holmes to write the poem 
but Miss Monroe was chosea and the compen- 
sation was fixed at $1,000. 

The ode was duly written and submitted 
to the committee. The committee decided to 
submit to three professioual literary men, 
Messrs. HB. J. Harding, literary editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, F. F. Browae, of the Dial, 
and William Morton~Payne. These gentlemen 
reported several suggestions for changes in 
the ode, some of which Miss Monroe accepted 
and some of which she ignored. The commit- 
+4 adopted the ode just as the World presents 
t. 

The literary critics are said to be some- 
what indignant because Miss Monroe did not 
accept their recommendations. The 
mitt.e, however, stood by Miss Monroe and 
accepted her work as sho delivered it to them. 

Certain lyrical passages have been set to 
music by G. W. Chadwick, of Boston, and a 
cherus of 5,000 voices is now in rehearsal 
in Chicago and will render these passages 
at che dedicatory ceremonies this month. 
The ode is to be read ix part and sung in part. 
The reading portion will be delivered by a wo- 
man. Her name has not yet been made pub- 
le. Nearly all the singing societies in Chica- 
go are rehearsing the lyrical stanzas. Theo- 
dore Thomas will have charge of the orches- 
tral part of the programme and W. L. Tom- 
lins, of Chicago, will direct the chorus. 

The ode is alligorical and begins with a de- 
scription of Columbia we"coming the nations 
of the earth to witness the climax of her 
greatness as represented in the completed 
fair buildings. The birth of Columbus and the 
enterprise of Isabella are told in the lines 
beginning: 

Until a woman fair 

As morning lilies are, 

ee him a jewelled key, 

And lo: A world is free.” ' - 

The voyage of Columbus ‘is described in a 

charming lyric beginning:

“The multitude of people everywhere 
throughout the country. Shanghai is not 
one of tie few largest cities in China, but 
it has a population of 600,000, 200,000 of 
which are in the foreign settlement.” 

“What about the peculiarities of the peo- 
ple and how do they compare with the 
Americans ?”’ 

‘The people are mostly well and comforta- 
bly dressed and there are few beggars, 
sometimes a flood destroys the homes of a 
few hyndred.or some similar calamity oc- 
curs and makes them beggars, but Chinese 
are not beggars - naturally. They have 
plenty fo eat, mostly rica, vegetables and 
fish. They seldom eat meat. When they do 
they usually eat pork, and sometimes enjoy 
a nice goat. 

“The better classes live more expensively 
than the corresponding classes here; they 
dress more expensively and spend more for 
food. The possession of $1, would make 
a man fairly well off, but only in compari- 
son with the millions.of the poor. China 
is 4 rich country. it produces everything 
this country Goes and many other things. 
They are a commercial people and possess 
great wealth; many are millionaires. The 
richest man in the world, richer than 
Vanderbilt or the Rothschilds, is a China- 
man. But I cannot talk of manners and 
customs—I leaye that for the missionaries 
who have been there three or four years. 
I am engaged in China on the big questions 
and cannot afford to be quoted as to man-. 
ners and customs. I would like to go into | 
these questions, but cannot. do so in an in- 
terview. I have written books about them 
and I discuss them in my papers. I am an:> 
editor and hava been for twenty years. 
I now publish The Review of the Times, a 
monthly devoted to general topics, and The 
Chinese Missionary Review, devoted to mis- 
sion work. Both are published in Chinese 
and in them I discuss the most important 
questions, such as the attitude of foreign 
nations to China, the reform of the civil 
service and the progress of education.” ; 

“How Tong will you stay in America?” 

“I have-tome over on.a furlough for the 
first time. I have een, over before, but on 
business; this time I have come to rest and 
shall stay a year, perhaps longer. I arrived.

The Goorgla  Woather-Crop Bulletin 
Issued. 


THE WEATHER FINE AND- FAVORABLE, 


Cotton Will Certainly Be Short, as Indi- 
cated in Previous Reportse—The 
Corn Crop Is Good. 


~—— 


Over the northwestern part of the state 
the weather of the past seven days has been 
unusually fine and favorable for farmers. 
No general rains have fallen and an almost 
absolutely clear sky has prevailed, while 
the temperature was but slightly different 
from the average September heat. The 
cotton crop in the northwest has opened 
rapidly, as in all other portions of the state 
and:is being rapidly picked and marketed. 
Cotton will be considerably short in this 
section as has been heretofore reported. 
The gathering of corn has just been com- 
menced and with few exceptions a good 
yield will be secured. 

Both filed and ground peas’ generally 
give promise of average yields. Potatoes 
are in good condition, but sweet potatoes 
need a little more moisture. Hay is ready 
to cut. Land is being plowed and prepared 
for the sOwing of grain. 

The past week, with its almost total ab- 
sence of rain, and its average temperature 
and plentiful sunshine, has been a favorable 
one for the growth and harvesting of crops 
of the northeastern counties, and the farm- 
ers have taken full advantage of these fa- 
vorable conditions and farm work is well 
advanced. Cotton is opening. rapidly and 
picking is being pushed forward. Reports 
indicate that the crop in the field’is in aver- 
age condition, but the yield, as in other 
sections of the state, will be less than that 
of previous years. 

In some portions of this section the corn 
erop has ail been gathered, wiile in other 
localities very little has as yet been pulled. 
The weather has been very favorable for 
the pulling and curing of fodder. The yield 
of upland corn has been fair while that of 
the lowlands is below the average. The 
sowing of wheat, rye and fall oats is in 
progress. The sugar cane. crop is in e 
condition, in fact, it never has. been better. 
Peas, sweet potatoes and garden truck are 
in excellent condition. 

In the western section there has been lit- 
tle if any rain during the week, almost a 
total absence of clouds and a normal tem- 

ratura. With these favorable conditions

exceptionally large crop of fine hay is being 
cut. Potatoes, peas (feld and ground) are 
in excellent condition and the yield will be 
a large one. 

The little rainfall together with an abun- 
dance of sunshine and a normal  tempera- 
ture was very favorable to crops in eastern 
counties. Cotton has opened rapidly and 
picking continues general. Conservative 
estimates fix the yield at much less than 
that of last year. ‘ 

Rice was materially injured by the pre- 
vious wet weather on the coast, spoken of 
in last week’s bulletin, and the fair weather 
of the past week has revented an almost 
total loss inssome districts. In this section 
there is a good crop of corn, the gathering 
of which has contianed rae be cnginend the 
week.

here was a time in 

the south before the 

war, when prosperi- 

ty prevailed, that 

every planter had 

his pack of hounds 

and his hunter. 

Love of the chase is 

an inheritance in 

the younger genera- 

tion. They love it as 

their fathers loved 

few there are these days 

able to indulge them 

selves in the luxury of a pack of fox 

hounds and hunters that can take a fence 
or ditch with safety. 

In the state there is perhaps but one man 
who is equipped for the chase as our fa- 
thers ~were. 

Colonel William H. Broughton lives with- 
in a mile of the town of Madison, the typi- 
cal town of the old south. A thousand 
acres of rich fields of cotton, corn and 
grain surround his home—a magnificent 
castle of ante-bellum architecture in a grove 
of magnolias, oaks, willows, evergreens, 
and spruce pines; a beautiful lawn carpeted 
with blue grass, studded with roses, jas- 
mines and hyacinths; an orchard of peaches 
pears and grapes to the south, and in rear 
stables for his hunters and high-fenced en- 
closures for his pack of the finest strain of 
fox hounds. 

Colonel Broughton loves the chase and 
he loves to have his friends enjoy it with 
him. In his stables are four good hunters, 
trained for the chase and able to take a 
ditch or fence with safety to themselves 
and their riders. He has a pack of a score 
of well-trained fox hounds led by “Old Tore- 
man,” the hero of a thousand chases. 

A week ago Mr. Broughton was out on 
a hunt twenty miles below here. He 
chased reds every day for a week. He ran 
two in their dens, after a race of several 
hours, and succeeded in hagging them unin- 
jured. These he brought home and _ kept 
fn a large dark room until last Tues- 
day morning. In the meantime he invited 
his friends about Madison and from other 
sections of the state to join him in a chase, 
at the same time sending forth a challenge 
to owners of dogs everywhpre to pit theirs 
against his. 

Captain Robert J. Lowry} Mr. Joel Hurt 
and Mr. Will Hemphill were down from 
Atlanta. Mr. Hurt carried five of his pack 
of English fox hounds to ehter against the 


-@ cornfield, through a clump o 
woods, and then down a road for a mile. 
The dogs were stretched out almost like 
a string. Foreman, Hado and Smith took

ADVANCING THE LUTHERAN CHURCH, 
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Probst Is Now Working 
in Atlanta, 


And Talks Most Interestingly of What 
His Church Has Accomplished 
in the South. 


Rev. L. K. Probst, general secretary of 
the board of missions of the united syned 
of the Lutheran church, is in the city. 

Dr. Probst is here for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a congregation of English Luth- 
erans. There is already a Lutheran church 
in Atlanta, but it is of the German branch. 

‘What is the difference between English 
Lutherans and German Lutherans, doc- 
tor?” he was asked yesterday. 

“There’s no difference,” tha gentleman 
answered, “save that one speak English 
while the other does not. Their creed is 
the same, and the great reformer Luther 
stands as founder to both, but they speak 
different tongues.”’ 

“My duty as secretary of the missionary 
department of the church carries me 
through nearly all of the southern states. 
My territory extends from Virginia to Mis- 
sissippi, and includes them both., The Lu- 
therans, whose greatest strength is in the 
northwest, are not as strong in the south 
as other denominations. It is my province 
to go where there exists no church organi- 
zation, find out members, meet them and 
bring them together into a congregation.” 

Dr. Probst said that he was certain of a 
nucleus in the Gate City. With one day’s 
canvass he had obtained thirty-five aames, 
and would perhaps get as many more. When 
a certain numbedr are found they are duly 
enrolled, and straightway commence efforts 
toward building a churcli. 

In the southern states* alluded to, there 
are 35,000 Lutheran communicants, and 
200 active ministers. The membership is 
small, but the church ‘is growing. It is 
strongest in Virginia and the Carolinas. 
There are two missions already established 
in Richmond, one in Augusta and another 
is in course of construction at Knoxville, 
Tenn. Still another was begun the other 
day at Winston, N. C. The board of mis- 
sions is the most active bodywin the church. 
The united synod comprises eight other 
synods composed of the states of Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Kentticky. Georgia and "Mississippi. They 
have no bisho s and do not change their 
pastors periodically. The legislative busi- 
néss of the Lutherans is transacted hy a 

composed of a delegate from each 
synod and one for ey 1,000, members. 

The Lutherans is the eldest reformed 
‘Church with the exception perhaps of the 
church of England. As to the creed of the 
ene, Dr. Probst said:

: He Uses the Pension Department for 
RENDERING A REMARKABLE DECISION. 


The Discovery Has Created Conster- 


nation in Republican Circles. 


GRESHAM HURTING THE REPUBLICANS. 


| Pat Egan Is Back and Seems to Have Had 
a Political Pips Line to Chili—Other 
Washington Gossip. ; 


Washington, October 8.—(Special.)—A 
sensation was caused here today by the 
publication of a pension ruling of Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior Bussey, 
whith is beyond question the most ex- 
traordinary official document ever pro- 
mulgated from an executive department 
of the government, It is a campaign doc- 
umest of the most brazen character and 
hundreds of thousands of copies were 
printed for secret distribution. The rul- 
ing provides for the adjudication of a 
large number of increase claims, based 
upon disabilities developed long after the 
_ war, and which were not even hinted at 
in the pensioner’s original application. 

For three years and a half this admin- 
istration has followed the precedents of 
former administrations regarding this 
édlass of cases, but the political exigen- 
des of the campaign have made it neces- 
sary to throy out this additional drag 
for the soldiers’ votes. In the decision 
Bussey refers disparagingly to the Cleve- 
land administration and declares the pol- 
icy of the Harrison administration is to 
give all statutory provisions the “most 
generous interpretation” with the “avow- 
ed intention of insuring the blessings of 
the pension system to all its beneficiaries.” 

The decision brazenly denounces the 
democrats as enemies of the pension sys- 
tem. The comparison drawn between the 
Cleveland and Harrison administration, 
the strictures on the former, are without 
parallel in an official ruling, and today 
when Bussey ascertained that his infa- 
mous ruling had fallen into the hands of 
the democrats all the copies were ordered 
destroyed immediately. It is claimed that 
Bussey’s superior had no knowledge of 
the circular before it appeared in the 
newspapers, but it remains to be seen 
whether President Harrison will rebuke 
his subordinate for his gross violation of 
official propriety. 

Late this afternoon Secretary Noble was 
informed of the existence of the circular 
and after an examination of it there was 
a sormy scene between him and Bussey. 
Noble was wild with rage and himself

caling the Bussey decision and instruct- 
ing the examiners to proceed under the 
ol¢_ rulings. . 

Gresham Is Hurting Them. 2 

Notwithstanding the attempt’ of the 
reublican managers to appear indifferent 
to Judge Gresham’s repudiation of the 
rejublican platform and the republican 
naninee, it is evident that Gresham’s ac- 
tion was a hard blow to them. They real- 
izzd fully the strong hold Judge Gresham 
has, not only upon his personal friends 
in Indiana and Illinois, but upon the affec- 
tion of the laboring men on account of 
his uniform judicial decisions in -their 
favor where a question between labor and 
capital came before him. 

Some of the president’s close friends 
here have for several] days been consider- 
ing the advisability of putting out a 
vicious attack upon Judge Gresham’s 
character in the hope-of breaking down 
the effect of his support of Mr. Cleveland. 
They propose to procure affidavits not 
only to show that Gresham was a “sore- 
head” in 1888, and for two months of the 
campaign sulked in his tent, but they say 
they can produce proof that Gresham, 
despite all denials to the contrary, sert a 
delegation here to plead with the presi- 
dent to place him on the supreme bench. 
The president’s refusal to appoint him, 
they declare, is the real animus of his 
present course. 

It is hardly probable that the issuance 
of such an attack will aid the republican 
cause. Those who know Judge Gresham 
know that he is a high-minded géntleman 
of unsullied integrity and spotiess char- 
acter and an attempt to defame him will 
doubtless have an exactly opposite effect 
from that intended. 

Pat Egan’s Pipe Line. 

Considerable amusement was ‘caused 
here today by an interview which ap- 
peared in the afternoon papers with Pat 
Egan, the minister to Chili. Egan arriv- 
ed here today from Chili to take charge of

AN ATLANTIAN’S TRAGIC DEATH 


In Brynswick Recalls the Story of a 
Bright Life Blighted and of Hopes 
Disappointed, 


Brunswick, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)— 
Brunswick was shocked today at noon, 
when it became known thet William A.

Telegrams were found from his firm 
in Atlanta, asking him not to jJraw another

of the jury was that he was accidentally 
drowned, but they know nut aow. Dr. 
J. A. Dunwoody made anecxanination of 
the body and said there were no marks of 
violence, though the body was se awfully 
decomposed that it is hard to say whether 
he was killed or not. Those who know 
Griffin says he did not commit suicide.

Griffin was well known in Atlanta and 
the story of his sad death will carry sorrow 
to many hearts. For many years he was 
associated with Oouncilman Meador in 
the brokerage business on Alabama street. 

The firm made a great success and much 
of it was due to Mr. Griflin’s hard work. 
He was genial, pleasant and affable, and 
made friends of all those with whom he 
camein contact. Few ever knew him who 
did not become warmly attached to him. 
He was open-hearted and generous to a 
fault, and was never happier than when 
favoring some one in need. His domestic 
troubles were, something he tried to con- 
ceal from his friends until that affair at 
Gainesville. After that Griffin seemed to 
care but little what became of him. 

No one who knew him in Atlanta will 
read the story of his untimely death with- 
out well remembering the many good traits 
of his character.

Baltimore, Octeber 8.—The fourth, ses- 
sion Triennual Prostestant Episcopal con- 
vention was opened this morning with re 
ligious services conducted by Bishop Gil- 
Carey, of Saratoga springs. Resolutions 
from various committees were then hand- 
ed to the president. Resolution 1 from the 
committee on new dioceses resolved 
that the house of bishops concur- 
ing, that West Virginia be divided 
into eighteen dioceses, adopted. Mr. 
Bergwin of Pittsburg, presenteda mpm- 
orial from Pittsburg on the revision of the 
prayer book. Mr. Morgan, of New York, 
moved a resolution that the house have 
the power of altering the mode of trial of 
offending bishops and clergy in the ecclesi- 
astical courts. Adopted. 

Rev: A. Beatty, D. D., Wellington, Kas., 
secretary of the committee on unfinished 
work at the general convention of 1889, 
furnished the house with a report of the 
committee. - 

Rev Samuel Hart, D. D., Hartford, 
Conn., moved that the question of revision 
of the prayer book, be a order of the day. 
The house unanimously consented. 

Resolution 15, that the Glori Patri be 
printed at the end of the anthems appoint- 
ed to be used on Easter day instead of the 
Venite. Adopted. 

Resolution 17, carried. 

Resolution 18—Resolved that in place of 
the Rubric, after the gospel for the Sunday 


‘next before Advent, there be substituted: 


‘If there be more than twenty-five Sun- 
days after Trinity, the service of some of 
those Sundays that were omitted after Epi- 
phany shall be taken in to supply as many 
as are here wanting and if there be fewer 
than twenty-five Sundays the overplus 
shall b@ omitted.” Nearly unanimously car- 


ried. 

HReagolution 18—“Resolved, that in or- 
der for administration of the Lord‘s Sup- 
per, in place of the Rubric immediately be- 
fere the decalogue, adopted in 1886, the 
following be inserted: “I‘he decalogue may 
be omitted, provided it is said once on each 
Sunday. But that whenever it is omitted, 
the minister shall say the summary of law 
beginning ‘Hear what Our Lord Jesus 


Christ Sayeth.’ ” 

There was long debate over this. A vote 
was taken and the amendment was carried. 

Resolution 19—Resolved, that in order for 
administration of The Lord’s Supper after 
the summary law, the following be inserted:

A PLAIN STATEMENT. 
From Yesterday Evening’s Herald. b B28, 

The. strike three weeks ago was wholly un- 
expected to everybody. The Union during 
one morning sent out notices to all the offi- 
ces demanding a new scale of prices and or 
dering a strike at 12 o’clock if it was not 
complied with and also ordering a strike in 
every office employing non-union men. In an 
hour and a half after the notices were receiy- 
ed the strike was on. 

It is understood that The Constitution is 
willing to pay the union scale or to submit 
the matter of scale to arbiration, but that it 
ig not willing to discharge its non-union men 
at the dictation of the union. The union men 
aré not willing to work in offices with non- 
union men, and in order to force The Constt 
tution to terms have started The Daily Citt 
zen which is printed at The Journal offica, 
The boycott about which so much has been 
written, is against all the people who patron- 
ize the Constitution. 

The outcome of the whole matter can be 
predicted. Ib was thought a few days ago 
that the trouble would be adjusted, but the 
hitch seemed to be an unwillingness of The 


. Constitution to put itself in a position in 


which its old empleyes can be sacrificed. The 
business men of the city regret such conflicts 
between the employers and employes. 

The first effort toward a settlement made 
by the proprietors is said by them to have 
been in the shape of the following communi- 
cation. 

We propose that you recommend your men 
to go back to work, before all the positions 
are filled. The following committee is ap- 
pointed to confer with you to settle the mat- 
ter of wages: Messrs. Wakefield, Prather, 
Foote, Byrd, and Carpbell. 

We further agree that if such coference 
does not result satisfactorily to both parites 
we will then leave the mattter of wages to ar- 
bitration. 

This failed to effect a settiement and then 


‘the second communication, which was as fol- 


lows, was sent: 

“The typoghaphical union and the propri- 
etors involved in this strike have agreed to 
submit the differences that exist between 
these parites to arbiration, the arbirtators to 
be filled by representatives from each side. 
Said arbjtration to take into consideration the 
differences existing and to decide as to what 
should be done with the men who left said 
offices, concerning reinstatement, but not to 
require the discharge of any of the employes 
of said offices. 

“The position of The Constitution, James 
P. Harison, C. P. Byrd and others against 
whom the strike and boycott has been de- 
clared is briefly as follows, according ‘to their 
statement: 

In the first place they declare that they, 
have been ready to arbitrate from the begin- 
ning of the strike, but they are not willing to 
take any action that looks to the compulsory 
discharge of the men who have been in théér 
employ for years simply because they are not 
union men. They are willing to arbitrate the 
matter of wages by leaving the sanmte to a 
commitee appointed by the union on one side 
and the employers on the other, and ff the 
above, in conference, cannot settle the matter 
a third, impartial party is to be called in. 
This the typographical union refused on the 
ground that it was not willing to submit to 
arbitration if the discharge of the non-union 
men in the employ of these offices was not to 
be at the same time considered. This the 
offices refused to yleld. They say that they, 
will as soon consider the question of desert- 
ing their children. 

Some of the men in these offices have been 
at work in tiem for fifteen or twenty years. 
They have never belonged to the union and 
the offices will not consider for a moment the 
matter of their compulsory discharge. Anoth- 
er demand of the union is that hereater no 
employe shall be engaged who is not in good 
standing with the typographical union and 
who is not accepted by the union as such. 

The offices are all willing to agree that 
there shall be no discrimination against un- 
ion men, and each of them agrees that this 
matter shall not be taken into consideration in 
the employment of men, and that offices will 
agree to take back so many of the men who 
lexp them as there are vacancies to be filled.

In one the moral purpose 
is vital, almost overpowering, while in 
the other it takes the pale shape of a 
metaphysical disquisition, as in “In Me 
morium.” The democracy 6f the people, 
the evolution of freedom—the rights of 
man—are little more to Tennyson than 
the shadows of rabbits playing in the 
moonshine. 


Georgia's Amended Constitution. 

The four constitutional amendments 
submitted to the people of Georgia last 
Wednesday were all overwhelmingly 
adopted. 

The first two amendments have long 
been needed. They will expedite legis- 
latioh and save our taxpayers thousands 
of dollurs annually. Under the terms of 
the amendments the legislature will hold 
annual sessions of fifty days each, instead 
of holding one biennial session and an ad- 
journed session, making the sessions aver- 
age 150 days for every two years, as has 
been the case since the adoption of the 
constitution of 1877. 

Under the new system the legislature 
will convene once a year on the fourth 
Wednesday in October and sit not exceed- 
ing fifty days. 

The third amendment provides that on 
the first and second reading of local bills 
and railroad and bank charters the title 
ohly shall be read unless said bill is order- 
ed to be engrossed. Heretofore the first 
ahd second reading of these usually long 
bills has been an entirely perfunctory 
proceeding, and much time has been wast- 
ed in it. 

The fourth amendment provides that 
chartets for banks,-insurance companies, 
railroad conipanies, etc., shall be issued 
by the secretary of state “in such manner 
as shall be prescribed by law.” This will 
avoid the hasty and often imprudent ac- 
tion attending such matters in the legis- 
lature when there is a rush of business, 
and as the secretary of state is guided 
by certain well-defined provisions of law, 
he can make no mistake, and if he did it 
would be unlawful, and therefore harm- 
less. 

Altogether, these amendments are in 
the interest of good legislation and econo- 
my, and their adoption is a long step in 
the right direction. a 

The Bench and the Press. 

A Connecticut judge is credited with 
the declaration that the press must not 
criticize the judiciary. 

That depends. The newspaper that at- 
tempts by unfair criticism to hamper an 
honest and fairly competent judge is 
guilty of contempt of court, and should 
be punished. 

But the case is different when the char- 
acter and conduct of a judge are such as 
to justify impeachment. Suppose a judge 
should suddenly become unreasonably tyr- 
annical? Does anybody suppose that the 
press would administer no rebuke, and 
sound no note of warning? Then there 
would mever be an impeachment, and an 
unjust judge might continue in office for 
life. The line between the bench and the 
press is defined clearly enough, and as 
a rule judges and newspaper men do not 
get on the wrong side. 


A Change Necessary. 

Judge W. F. Jenkins, in writing to The 
Eatonton Messenger to suggest that the 
citizens of Putnam county subseribe to a 
fund fot the purchase of permanent 
grounds and buildings for the county fair 
association, touches on a subject of vital 
interest to the people of this state. 

“The day will come,” says Judge Jen- 
kins, “and. that in the hear future in my 
judgment, when states like Georgia must 
cease to contest with Texas and the Mis 
sissippi region in cotton raising. They 
can raise cotton at too low a price for 

as competitors. Necessity will cause 
‘ide What has long been advocated— 
that is, to make cotton strictly a surplus 
crop. Our advantages over Texas for 
raising fine cattle and stock are just as 
hers over us for raising cotton.” 

In this direction, as The Constitution 
has repeatedly shown, the farmers of 
Georgia will find prosperity. That this 
is not a theory, nor even an experiment, 
the testimony of hundreds of Georgia 
farmers printed in these columns shows, 
and it is further demonstrated by thé ex- 
perience of the seven middle Georgia 
counties of which Putnam is the center. 
In these counties the farmers have taken 
a long step in the right direction. It is 
the Goshen district of Georgia from which 
hundreds of thousands of pounds of but- 
ter are exported every year. It is the 
bermuda grass region in which the finest 
thorough-bred stock is brought to a §er- 
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by the pressure of necessity. In any | » 
event, tle change will have to come.

over the whole state. It is desirable that 
the farmers should run to meet it, rather 
than try to avoid it. 2 adie 

‘There is no reason why evety farmer 
in Georgia should not faise his own 
stock. In the aggregate millions of dol- 
lars would be saved atinually to the state. 
Brood mares are cheaper than mules and 
equally as valuable for farm work. The 
mute on the farm is chiefly the result of 
habit. They can do no more and no bet- 
ter work than home-faised hdérses. But 
conceding that the mule ig the only ani- 
mal on earth that can work in a cotton 
patch, it would be better for each farmer 
to raise his own mulés. If the fact that 
they use mules at all is a habit, the 
fact that they persist in buying instead of 
raising them is one of the worst forms 
of extravagance.

A Plea for College Men. 

‘The Rev. Dr. Candler, president of 
Emory college, in a recent article admin- 
isters a just rebuke to the narrow-minded 
men Who declaim in sweeping terms 
against colleges and college tien. Presi- 
dent Candler says: 

Moreover, the commierctal world is largely 
sustained by the. work of college men who 
never entered business. The great cotton in- 
dustry rests on the invention of Eli Whitney, 
a graduate of Yale. The ifon and steel in- 
dustry rests on the invéntion of Siemens, 
from Gottingen university. Telegrapli com- 
munication, we owe to Prof. Morse, 4 gradu- 
ate of Yale. All commerce by sea is directed 
by calculations in astronomy and navigation 
which the educated have made. Where would 
the “‘business” world be, but for the work of 
these college men who have thus enriched the 
world without so much as desiring to enrich 
themselves. 

The broadest minded business men ac- 
knowledge the value of college training, and 
testify to the worth of colleges by sending 
their children thither, and by endowing such 
institutions from the gains of business. It fs 
not the Vanderbilts, not Seneys, nor Rocka- 
fellers, nor Stanfords who sneer at colleges 
and college men, but the inflated litle mam- 
mon worshippers who, having gained a few 
thousands afd escaped the life of liti¢katers, 
ignorantly imagine in their vain conceit that 
their petty triuiaphs havé demonstrated the 
folly of ay young man's knowing any more 
thah they knew. It is pitiful to hear such mén 
prate, and it is shameful to hear people who 
know better pretending to agree with thezii. 

This ison the right line. The fact that 
a few men of great talent and energy 
succeed in picking up an education out 
in the world that enables them to hold 
their own with the best equipped compet- 
itors is no argument against colleges. Nor 
is it an objection of any weight, when 
it is said that some college graduates are 
men of little or né ability. A college 
canbet furnish a man with brains, not 
with will power and energy. It can only 
develop what the student has. | 

We believe that colleges are madé un- 
popular by the unwise course of thany 
rich men who send incapable and 4vorth- 
less sons to our higher institutions. A 
weak-minded or depraved young man 
ought not to be bent to a college. ‘The im- 
possible should not be attempted. When 
a boy has passed through the common 
school his parents know whether he is 
good or thoroughly vicious—whether he 
has average sense or is hopelessly defect- 
ive. They should act upou that Knowl- 
edge, aiid never send a boy to college 
when it is apparent that he cannot learn 
anything, or cannot profit by an educa- 
tion, or is so dishonest that he is certain 
to use it to the injury of society. 
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Necessarily a Farce. 

The republicans have apparently al- 
ready abandoned their pet scheine to fuse 
with the third party electoral ticket, in 
Georgia.

The Outlook Bright. 

The prospect for better @usiness gener 
ally 4s becoming more apparent every 
day. The recetit rise in the price of cot- 
ton ‘has made the outlook much brighter 
in the south, and there is good reason to 
hope that the south’s great staple will 
advance before the season is over at least 
a cent a pound more. 

We would advise the farmers to sell, 
hewever, of each advance, and as 800ml 4s 

cotton is gined. Cotton that is baled 
and’ weighed before frost falls on it, or 
what is known as green cotton, , loses 
twenty pounds per bale, if stored six 
months. The crop to hold, if any is held, 
is the last picking after frost. There is 
not so much loss in it. 

A man who owes money never makes 
anything by holding his crop and paying 
interest. Besides the loss in weight the 
holder loses the interest on the money the 


cotton would sell for, and the interest on 


the money he owes is growing day and 
night. 

The outlook in real estate in Georgia 
is better than it was six months ago. In 
Atlanta there is a décided improvement, 
and we look for one of the liveliest trades 
in Atlanta real estate fiext spring we have 
had for years. Already several large in- 
vesttients have been recorded in our city, 
by foreign investors. Those Ww want 
to invest will have no better tim to do 
so than at present.

The whole 
people are not going to longer permit a 
part to use the power of the government 
to make one class: rich while all other 
classes have to bear the burdens. The 
prospect also that there is to be a change 
in dur financial system is better than it 
has been since the war.

Some of the Good Things You Can Have 
This: Season. 


MANY METHODS OF COOKING OYSTERS 


Recipes from Oyster Headquarters—Other 
Dishes That Are Calculated to 
Bring Joy. 


This is the season when every good house- 
wife is looking for new receipts to try upon 
the fresh fish that comes in the.winter mar- 
ket. Every woman who intends to enter- 
tain during the season is also particularly 
anxious to know of new entrees and every 
dainty way of serving savory dishes. 

Yor the tea table there are so many 
dainty little relishes and the ingenious fem- 
inine mind is constantly inventing somethig 
new to enhance the charming custom of af- 
ternoon tea. One girl, whose mother is hap- 
py in the possession of an old-fashioned 


paper these being rolled when soft and left 
round and flat like big golden moons when 
made with a simple paste of eggs, cream 
and flour. A delightful paste to spread 
upon the narrow snowflake crackers served 
with afternoon tea_is made in this wise. 

Take a box of finest French sardines, 
remove the center bones and mash thor- 
oughly with a fork, add to this two table- 
spoonfuls of rich cream, one tablespoonful 
of vinegar and one lemon, red pepper and 
salt to taste, and spread very thin on the 
crackers. 

A cracker jar always filled with fresh 


crackers and a never-empty bon-bon tray 


should always grace the tea table, and 
salted almonds, little sweet crackers and 
very thin sweet cakes, and very thin slices 
of buttered bread make charming addi- 
tions. 

With the coming of the oyster season, 
there is always a general rejoicing among 
the lovers of that delicate bi-valve. There 
are hundreds of ways to serve them, too, 
and, indeed, every new way discovered 
proves delicious. There are some receipts 
for their serving fresh from 


they are excellent: 
Raw Oysters. 

Raw oysters should be served in the deep 
shell and ag quickly after they are opened 
as possible. They make a better display 
when served on the top shell, but then al- 
most all the juice is lost. If condiments 
must be used, restrict them to lemon juice 
and cayenne pepper. Don’t spoil an oyster 
by smothering it in catsup or murder it with 
horse radish. 

Roast Oysters. 

Take a dozen large oysters, wash them 
clean and place them on the coals of a 
bright fire. As soon as the shells open 
pour the juice into a hot soup-jlate, remove 
the oysters from the shells with a knife, 
put them in the plate with a lump of butter 
and serve while hot. 

Oysters treated in this, manner retain 
more of their flavor and are easier digested 
than when cooked in any other way. 

Fried. 

Carefully dry in a clean cloth a dozen 
large oysters. In a bright frying pan put 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of good butter, 
and as soon as this comes to a boil, throw 


‘fn the oysters and whip them out with a 


strainer as soon as they begin to curl up, 
and serve fmmediately. Oysters cooked in 
this manner are delicious, but the butter 
must heated to the point when the blue 
smoke hovers over the pan. 

To three welllbeaten eggs add half a pint 
of eens juice, a teaspoonful of salt and 
black ‘or cayenne pepper according to taste. 
Work into this a gill of sweet oil, until the 
whole beconies a\~batter. On a bed of 
cracker dust on the table lay your oysters, 


_then take them one by one by the beard, 


dip them in the mixture and then in the 
bread crumbs. Repeat this three or four 
times, first in the egg mixt then in the 
bread crumbs. Place each oyster on the ta- 
ble by itself. Don’t pile one on the top of 
the other or they will become heavy. Now 
fry in a pan of hot butter and serve on a 
hot dish. 


Stewed 


To a pint of milk add_the juice of 
twenty-five oysters, if small, a teaspoonful 
of salt, pepper according to ; let it boil 
for a minute or two, then add your oysters 
and a generous lump of butter. , 

Scolloped Oysters. 


Line the bottom of a dish with little 
lumps of butter, cover these with a layer of 
oysters, then one of bread crumbs and an- 
other of oysters, finishing with bread 
crumbs, ‘sprinkling each layer with a little 
salt and cayenne peper; moist the whole 
with oyster juice and cover the top with 
small lumps of butter. Bake in a quick 
ove. 

Oyster Omelet. 


Scald half a dozen oysters in thelr own 
liquor, remove the oysters and chop them 
fine, season with pepper and salt; return 
them to the juice with a small lump of but- 
ter rolled in flour. and set on the fire to sim- 
mer until the mixture thickens Beat four 
eggs, and into a pan put two tablespoonfuls 
of butter; as soon as this is very hot, pour 
in your beaten eggs and when well set pour 
in uarters of the mixture. Turn the 
omelet half over, take up and serve on a 
hot dish, with the balance of the mixture 
poured around the omelet. 

Fricasasee. 

Take a eup of sugar, two tab ful 
of flour and one of butter and a pinch of 
salt. In a clean sau bring these to a 
boil, stirring all the while. The flour should 
be mixed with a little cold milk before it 
is put in the saucepan. Scald half o dozen 
large oysters in their oWn juice. Add a lit- 
tle of the boiled milk to the eggs, a spoonful 
at a time, then pour the eggs into the milk 
in the saucepan, stir, add the oysters 
strained from their juice. Do not now let 
the contents of the saucepan boil or it may 
curdle, let it simmer for a minute and then 
serve. A few canned m chopped 
and added to the above is an agreeable addi- 
tion.

It Questions Nearly All the Findings of 
Auditor Peeplesand Claims that He 
Was Altog:ther Wrong.

“The bill of exeepuons to tae nnamgs Of 

the report of Auditor Peeples, in the 
contempt case against Steve Ryan was 
filed in the clerk’s office, yesterday after- 
noon about 3 o’clock. 


It calls into question both generally and | 
specially about all the decisions on law | 


points against Ryan, and all the findings 

of acts that were adverse to him. It is 

tersely and succinctly written, and in a 

few pages attempts to undo-all that it 

took Auditor Peeples weeks of hard labor 

to accomplish. ‘ 
Exceptions of Law. 

The bill is divided into two parts—ex- 
ceptions of law, which raise law poittts 
to be decided by the judge of the superior 
court, and exceptions of facts which raise 
issues of facts that will have to be passed 
upon by the jury. 

There are five exceptions of law. : 

Exception one complains that the audi- 
tor ruled out the testimony offered by P. 
S. Dunlap, and that Ryan, in introducing 
H. J. Levy to him, stated that Levy was 
his broker. 

Exception two is that the auditor erred 
in rejecting all evidence offered to show 
that John F. Ryan had for some years 
been accustomed to carry large sums of 
money. ypon his person. . 

Exception three claims that the auditor 
mistook the law, after finding that the 
total amount deposited by Ryan was $283,- 
486.26, and that kiting did exist, in hold- 
ing that the burden of proof was on the 
defendant to establish the amount of the 
kites. That he should have put the bur- 
den of proof upon the plaintiff to show 
the amount actually deposited. 

Exception four objects because the aud- 
itor would not allow Willis F. Westmore- 
land to testify that Levy purported to 
be a broker and that this was an error. 

Exception five is that kite No. 3 in 
tor rejected testimony that Ryan had a 
conversation with H. J. Levy and George 
Draper about stocks and bonds. 

Exceptions of Facts. 
Exception first claims that the auditor 
erred in finding against the payments 
which Ryan claims he made to Levy and 
Draper. 

Exception two is that the auditor finds 
that $283,486.26 was denosited, when the 
evidence showed that that sum was not 
deposited, on account of the kites. 

Exception three is to the finding of the 
auditor that Ryan had and still has $73,- 
529.82 when the evidence did not show 
that fact or authorize the finding. 


Exception fourth is that the auditor. 


found the above when the evidence wa# 
not sufficient to prove them beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 


im" Exception five is that kite No. 3 in

Exception eight claims the same ‘thing 
as to kite No. 21 of $5,000, and exceptions 
niue and ten the same thing as ty kites 
No. 22 of $5,000 and No. 24 of $2,500. 

Exception eleven objects that kite No. 25, 
$10,000, was disallowed when the evidence 
from the bank records shows that it was 


drawn on the Atlanta National and deposit- | 


ed in the American Trust and Banking 
Company. 

In exception twelve the defendant excepts 
to the ruling disallowing kite No. 34 of 
$10,000 because the deposit on that day 
was not so latge, when the defendant 
claimed that part of the kite went into the 
cash drawer. 

Exception thirteen is to the auditor’s de- 
cision against kite thirty-six, when the 
evidence was that the amounts claimed were 
redeposited, $5,236.45 in the American 
Trust and Banking Company on May 16th, 
and $5,339.48 in the Gate City National on 
May 18th. 

Exception fourteen repeats the story as 
so kite No. 37, of $5,000, which Ryan claims 
was redepositedin the Atlanta National on 
May 19th.

THEY “CRAWL THROUGH A HOLE, 


The Escape Was Made Yesterday Morn- 
ing—No Blame Attaches to the 
Keeper in Charge. 


Five prisoners made good their escape 
from the Fulton county jail yesterday 
morning. ' 

hey were all hardy mountaineers, rear- 
ed among the cedars of vortheast Georgia 


and as such they were not “youngsters” . 


by any means in the art of extricatig them- 
selves from difficulties. 

‘““Moonshine” was the cause cf their sor- 
rowsand quietly in the woods that surround- 
ed their mountain homes, they converted 
their corn into liquor. It was against the 
law, however,and no one knew it better 
than they did. They were finally caught 
by the revenue officers and brought to At- 


lanta. 

For safe custody they were lodged in the 
Fulton county jail and there for several 
weeks prior to their sudden departure yes- 
terday morning, they were secuely barred 
it was thought behind the prison walls. 

They were not satisfied with their quar- 
‘ars, hovgever, and a c6ullen discontent 
brooded over their brows znd soured their 
intercourse with the othe prisoners. 

The scenery of their distant homes loom- 
ed up before them, and every wind that 
swept by the jail reminded them of the 
breezes that whispered among their native 
pines. Their crime, if such it was, was not 
considered a crime years ago and they saw 
no reason why the law should condemn 
them for converting into -vhiskey the fruit 
of their own industry. The juice of the 
corn was pure and sparkling and that was 
more than could be said of a lot of the stuff 
that was bought out of the store. 

It was agreed among the mountain boys 
to improve the frst opportunity for escape 
that presented itself. In the meantime 
they kept their eyes skinned and put their 
heads together to discover a means of exit 
from The inhospitality of their quarters. 

Yesterday morning one of the prisoners 
who had been walking ont in the yard 
voiunteered the information that one of 
the sewers were stopped up. The turn- 
keeper after carefully inspecting the yard 
and noting that the fence was secure,. en- 
tered the jail. 

He wag looking for the necessary tools 
that were needed for making the repairs in 
the sewer pipe and was just about to enter 
the yard again when his ears were greeted 
by a noise that came from the escape alarm. 

He found that several prisoners had col- 
lected about a hole in the fence and and 
that five of the number, all of them prison- 
ers of the United States, had effected their 
escape. 

The prisoners who thus effected a passage 
through the fence and who were even then 
beating the dust with a rapid plunge and 
keeping the jail in their rear, were M. M. 
Brookshear,. Jim Graham, Albert Justice, 
J. L. Rainey and William Shelton. ; 

A chase for the men was immediately 
started and moutted officers pursued the 
fuxatives as far as the city stockade.

No tidings of the prisoners nor of the men 
who went to search for them, except the 
mounted officers of the police force, have 
been received, 

Sheriff Morrow, however, is confident 
that the men will be caught and brought 
back to the city within the next few days.

Colonel Buck called a meeting of the re- 
publican candidates for electors, several 
days ago for the purpose of discussing, and 
taking action accordingly, the advisability 
of withdrawing their ticket in the state and 
giving their support to the third party in 
the November election. 

That meeting was held yesterday at 
high noon at the custom house. 

Colonel Buck’ was there in charge of 
the meeting with a lot of good Havannah 
cigars for his votaries to smoke, presum- 
ably to bring them out in.a serious delibe- 
rate mood, a well conceeded power of

Thus, it is settled that the republicans of 
Georgia will by no authority forsake the 
eolors of their party in rhe national elec- 
tion, but will vote for their presidential 
nominee as they have always done in this 
state, 

What About Congressmen? 


It is not known how the reypubilcans will 
vote as to the race between the third party 
and democratic candidates for congress. 

As they have taken no steps towards 
putting out candidates themselves for 
congress, it is a reasonable presumption 
to believe that they will be Joft to vote as 
they choose on this issue wniess Colonel 
Buck sends out another’ circular urging 
them to support the third party candidates 
as he did in the state election. 

It is still more reasonable to suppose 
that they will vote as they choose even if 
Colonel Buck does send out such a circular, 
if the effort of said circular in the recent 
stat election is to be the zrounds of judg- 
ment. 

Third Party Men Happy. 


The third party men wh? have been 
kicking against Colonel Buck’s plan of 
fusion since the late election ought to feel 
relieyd at th result of yesterday’s repub- 
lican meeting. 

They openly avow that Colonel Buck’s 
plan was adopted without their say so. 

They do not mince words in declaring, 
too, that the circular sent out by the repub- 
lican leader so far from doing them good 
did them an inealeulable amount of barm. 
Surely, they are gratified and highly pleas- 
ed that the republicans of Georgia have de- 
termined to su Harrison and not 
Weaver in the November election.
